Burlington Urges Half-Price Bridge Tickets 


WORST STORM IN CENTURY 
DORA RIPS COAST, 
SMASHES INLAND 


The Burlington County Board 
of Freeholders yesterday unam- 
imously approved recommend­ 
ing that the Burlington-Bristol 
Bridge Commissioners issue 40 
commutation 
tickets 
for 
one 
dollar. 


Freeholder Edward J. Hulse 
said the tickets would cost users 
of the county’s Burlington-Bristol 
and Palmyra-Tacony spans 2Vfc 
cents per trip and “can be valid 
for an indefinite time.” 
Although voting for the resolu­ 


tion, Freeholder Director Albert 
C. Jones remarked: “I believe 
the bridges should be free and 
we should operate them free, 
using the $1,250,000 surplus — 
then put the toll back.” 


Jones said that State law pro 
hibits the charging of tolls on 
the bridges while such surplus 
exists. 


Freeholder Donald F. Mac- 
Rride retorted: “Laws can be 
changed.” 


Jones replied: “Then changa I 
the law.” 
Jones had recently expressed I 
the opinion that the Burlington- 
Bristol bridge be sold to allow 
the projected 
multi-milion-dol- 
lar high level six-lane span to be 
erected by the Delaware River 
Joint Toll Commission a mile 
south 
of 
the 
county - owned 
bridge. 


The recommendation now goes 
to the Bridge Commission.

— Monstrous hurricane Dora, 
the worst of the century in this 
area, smashed through this his­ 
toric coastal city today and in­ 
land across north Florida, leav­ 
ing a multi-million dollar trail 
of damage. 


There were no immediate re­ 
ports of casualties, but thou­ 
sands were homeless in Dora’s 
wake along the Atlantic Sea­ 
board from this oldest city in 
the nation north to the Georgia 
and South Carolina beaches. 


Homes were unroofed, seaside 
restaurants and cottages under­ 
mined and toppled into 25-foot 
waves, 
fishing piers 
smashed 
and 
omusement 
park 
ferris 
wheels twisted to hulks. Beach­ 
es were chewed up along nearly 
400 miles of coastline. 


Gov. Carl Sanders of Georgia 
said damage to his state’s coast 
was sure to run into the mil­ 
lions. Both Sanders and Gov. 
Farris Bryant of Florida sought 
federal disaster aid. 


Uses Guardsmen

National Guardsmen into Bruns­ 
wick to guard against looting. 
Fifteen per cent of the buildings 
in the city of 30.000 were said 
to be destroyed. 


At Jacksonville Beach, per- 
| haps the hardest hit spot along 
the wide swath cut by Dora, 
city councilmen made a prelim­ 
inary estimate of $10 million in 
damages. In other cities,

There were reports of looting 
in both St. Augustine and Jack­ 
sonville. 


Dora, its winds reduced to 
bare hurricane force of 75 miles

Florida. The center 
was located at noon EDT about

Jacksonville. The storm w a s 
moving between west and west- 
northwest at about IO m.p.h. 


Hurricane warnings went up 
along the elbow bend of Flori­

Dora moved like a bulldozer 
across St. Augustine early to­ 
day.

The city lost its water power 


for about an hour shortly after 
daybreak as a result of pumps 
failing. The pumps were quickly 
repaired.

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The VA Problem 
Less Work-But More Workers To Get It Done

WASHINGTON (NEA) — The 
mammoth Veterans Administra­ 
tion, thought by many to have 
the 
most 
effective 
computer 
operation 
among 
government 
agencies, is now trying to solve 
the problem of m assive layoffs 
created by its automation. 


Many 
theorists believe 
this 
will be 
the 
largest 
problem 
looming on America’s domestic 
horizon. 


In the long run, automation 
experts predict, computers will 
create more jobs than are elim­ 
inated. But, as business and in­ 
dustry begin to understand the 
wide variety of things automatic 
data - processing (ADP) m a­ 
chines can do, it is likely that 
more and more jobs will be 
gobbled up — quite possibly at 
a faster rate than they can be 
created. 


So far, only stopgap m eas­ 
ures have been employed in the 
battle against technological un­ 
employment. 


Featherbedding, the hiring of 
unneeded workers, is a common 
practice. Many firms have put 
a ceiling on overtime in an ef­ 
fort to spread available work. 
The steel industry has instituted 
long vacations for workers with 
seniority. Early retirement has 
been adopted by some 
busi­ 
nesses. 


Privately, VA officials admit 


that their present attempts to 
combat computer - caused un­ 
employment 
are 
also 
merely 
“ stopgap dodges.” 


“ Look at it realistically,” said 
one. “ Our ADP program 
is 
growing by leaps and bounds. 
Three, maybe five years from 
now, we will have to cut off 
more jobs than we can handle. 


“ We’re just barely able to keep 
abreast of the situation as it is 
now.” 


Major 
credit 
for 
“ keeping 
abreast of the situation” be­ 
longs to the VA policy of “ no 
hire” rather than “ fire.” In an 
agency as large as the VA— 
roughly 190,000 employes — job 
attrition is fairly high. As VA 
workers retire or take jobs in 
private industry, their positions 
are not refilled. 


In many cases, a completely 
new field. VA provides the neces. 
sary retraining. 


If there are no VA jobs avail­ 
able, efforts are made to place 
the affected employes with oth­ 
er 
federal 
agencies. 
VA pro­ 
vides retraining here also when 
needed. 


Lower - grade workers often 
are trained to became punchcard 
operators, thus to be absorbed 
by the ADP process in their ori­ 
ginal offices. 


Despite the temporary note 


to the policy, it has worked 
remarkably well so far. 


When the VA converted its 
compensation and pension rec­ 
ords to ADP, some 650 em­ 
ployes were displaced in the VA s 
Philadelphia cneter. All but 69 
of these were retained there. 
Jobs in other government of­ 
fices were found for 36 others. 


How long the VA’s stopgap 
m easures — which admittedly 
do not come to grips with the 
basic problem — wlil be effec­ 
tive is anybody’s guess. Offi­ 
cials are now launching a study 
to improve planning, decrease 
the lapsed time for placement 
through attrition, and explore 
further retraining aids to in­ 
crease skills and employment 
opportunity. 


The VA 
computer program 
over the last five years has re­ 
sulted in an annual savings of 
$4.8 million 
and 
1,200 
man- 
years. 
Estim ated additional annual 
savings in the next two years 
amount to $3.7 million and 300 
man - years. 


VA owns 92 per cent of its 
computers, leases only eight per 
cent. Thus, the agency avoids 
the standard criticism that most 
federal computers are rented 
rather than bought. The gov­ 
ernment - wide average is 80 
per cent leased. 


In one minute the IBM 14(i0 processing system, in 
background, can bang out this much information

armed fighters on the M alaysi­ 
an mainland. 


U. S. troops encountered the 
privileged sanctuary during the 
Korean police action. 
Although 
opposed 
by 
Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, the United 
States adopted as a deliberate 
policy a hands-off attitude to­ 
ward Red China despite the fact 
that so-called Red Chinese “ vol­ 
unteers” were pouring into the 
Korean 
peninsula, 
indefinitely 
prolonging the struggle and pre­ 
venting a clear-cut decision. 
The privilege sanctuary also 
has protected Communist North 
Viet Nam and continues to pro­ 
tect 
frankly 
aggressive 
Red 
China in Southeast Asia. 
In Korea, the policy was de­ 
signed to prevent a small war 
from escalating into a big one. 
The sam e thinking prevails 
today, although in (‘ a c h case 
the powers involved, the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
in 
Korea, 
Laos 
and South Viet Nam and the 
British, Australians a n d New 
Zealanders in M alaysia, must 
have in mind a stopping point 
at which the policy is junked 
and 
aggression 
answered 
in 
kind no matter what the risks. 
In Laos and South Viet Nam. 
the United States has attempted 
to make it clear to the Commu­ 
nists that it will reply to direct 
attack, taking on a war with 
China if necessary. 
Sim ilar British warnings have 
been issued to Sukarno. 


As a deterrent, the U. S. po­ 
sition seems to have had some 
effect on the Chinese. 
So far, British warnings have 
had no effect on Sukarno. 
As usual in today’s jumbled 
world where clear-cut decisions 
are difficult to come by, t h e 
M alaysia problem poses more 
questions than answers. 
The first of these, of course, 
is what to do about it. 
The second is just how far 
do Sukarno’s ambitions go and 
what is his real objective. 
And a third deals with Sukar­ 
no, the man. 
The question of what to do. 
about it now has been tossed to 
the 
United Nations with

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Taxicabs Saved Paris In Marne Battle 


PARIS (UPI) — “ Keep the right, wing 
strong,” warned the great 19th Century 
German strategist, Count 
Alfred von 
Schlieffen, on his deathbed. 
But 50 years ago, in the first battle 
of the Marne, 
his successors on the 
German general staff ignored his words. 
Instead of strengthening their right 
wing, they weakened it and their failure 
saved Paris in what proved one of the 
great turning point battles of history, on 
Sept. 6, 1914. 
It also saved France until 1940, when 
another German invader, Adolf Hitler, 
followed 
Schlieffen’s 
advice, 
captured 
Paris and destroyed the French army. 
The battle of the Marne will go down 
in history for quite another reason, too. 
It provided the taxicabs of Paris with 
their finest hour. 
At the height of the battle, Gen. Simon 
Joseph G allied, military governor of 
Paris, requisitioned the city’s entire fleet 
of taxicabs and rushed 4,000 French re­ 
serves out in them to a critical point 
in the fighting, thereby helping clinch a 
victory of historic proportions. 
The cab drivers, incidentally, are re­ 
ported to have charged strictly by the 
clock at the higher rate permitted for 
more than three passengers to a cab and 
with a bonus for returning empty to 
Paris. Some made up to $35 for the 
round trip, which was real money then. 


By the end of the blazing month of 
August, 1914, the proud French army 
was near total defeat. Reeling under 
the assault of seven German armies, it 
had fallen back to the Marne, leaving 
100,000 dead. 
German cavalry patrols reached Lu- 
zarches, only 16 miles from Notre Dame 
cathedral in Paris. 
At the beginning of September, the 
French government fled secretly to Bor­ 
deaux. Gen. Gallieni ordered trenches 
dug in Paris suburbs and prepared for 
a last-ditch defense. The victorious Ger­ 
man armies had sliced through Belgium 
and Northern France strictly in accord­ 
ance with a plan drawn up by Schlieffen 
15 years earlier. It called for a holding 
battle in Eastern France and a sweep­ 
ing drive by the German right wing to 
capture Paris and destroy the remnants 
of the French army east of the captial. 
The First German Army under Col. 
Gen. Alexander Von Kluck constituted 
the right wing and was aimed at the 
Sfcine River between Paris and Rouen. 
The Germans had assum ed the French 
would fall back directly on their capital. 
But the F r e n c Ii commander-in-chief,

Marshal Joseph Joffre, withdrew the bulk 
of his armies toward the upper Seine 
River, east of the capital, leaving Gal­ 
lieni to defend Paris with such forces as 
he could scrape together. 
Noting this, Von Kluck switched direc­ 
tion southeastward — the first German 
error. 
The second error was that Von Kluck’s 
army, the critical right wing, had not 
been strengthened. On the contrary, sev­ 
eral of its divisions had been sent to re­ 
inforce the German armies in Alsace- 
Lorraine and others to the eastern front 
where Germany was being invaded by 
the Russians. 


On Sept. 2 or 3 the French noticed Von 
Kluck’s swing to the east. That left his 
right flank exposed to the French Sixth 
Army under Gen. Michel Joseph Maun- 


cury, between Beauvais and the Oise 
River, and to Gallieni’s P an s garrison. 
Joffre, a solid, thickset man with a 
huge white walrus mustache, saw his 
chance. On Sept. 5 he gave the order to 
attack. The morning of Sept. 6 Joffre 
launched his assault with 35 French and 
British divisions against 19 German di­ 
visions. 
By that night the French offensive had 
punched holes up to 16 miles into the 
German front. 
The Germans fought back but by Sept. 
9 the battle was over and the Germans 
retreated across the Marne. 
They formed a new defense front on 
the Aisne River to the north, to begin 
four years of trench warfare, the most 
murderous in the history of any wars 
ever fought before or since. 
But Paris and France were saved.

Here’s the story: 
Last Jan. 15, Sen. Lister Hill, D-Ala , 
charged in the Senate speech that white 
workers would lose their jobs to Negroes 
if Congress passed the civil rights bill 
with its ban against discrimination 
in 
employment. 
Hill’s charge was based on 
an 
a s­ 
sumption that employers would have to 
set up quota systems to correct any ra­ 
cial imbalances w'hich might exist in 
their payrolls, and this would mean giv­ 
ing preference to Negroes. 
Hill is chairman of the Senate Labor 
Committee. He is considered sympathe­ 
tic to labor. 
Every union in the United States re­ 
ceived a copy of Hill’s speech under the 
letterhead of the committee. It gave ev­ 
ery appearance of being an official docu­ 
ment from a group known by union mem­ 
bers to lean toward labor. 
The AFL-CIO tried to counter the Hill 
letter. Its legal department labeled the 
speech as “ error-studded.” But union 
leaders found themselves inhibited be­ 
cause they did not want to offend some­ 
one so friendly to labor’s cause. 
Alabama Gov. Wallace felt no inhibi­ 
tions about using the Hill charges in his 
short-lived 
presidential 
primary cam ­ 
paign. Over and over again, he charged 
that white workers would lose their jobs 
and seniority to Negroes under the civil 
rights law. 
By distributing millions of copies of 
the questionnaire union leaders hope to 
get over to their members that the law 
bans quota systems or racial preference. 
Title Seven, Section 703-J, declares: 
“ Nothing in this title shall be inter­ 
preted to require any employer or labor 
organization to grant preference to any 
individual or group because of race, 
color, religion, sex or national origin . . . 
on account of any imbalance which may 
exist . . .” 


Retirement To 


Come In Easy, 


Gradual Steps

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Many U. S. 
corporations are trying out novel retire­ 
ment programs that allow workers to 
fade away gradually from their jobs In­ 
stead of abruptly ending their careers. 


A private study reported by the Labor 
Department shows some retirement pro­ 
gram s take effect before the traditional 
retirement age of 65. Others are designed 
to reduce working hours for those pa 
their 65th birthday until they finish their 
working days. 
Under one approach, the work-year is 
shortened by providing additional paid 
vacations and insisting that employes 
use this extra leisure time. 


In another approach, the work week is 
reduced by providing one, two or more 
days off for older workers so they can 
enjoy longer weekends. 
Some of the gradual retirement plans 
apply only to supervisors or 
salaried 
workers. Others are designed for every­ 
one in the firm. They are based on the 
assumption that reminders of the im­ 
pending retirement will help an individ­ 
ual plan for the days when his working 
life is over and ease the readjustment. 


Walter P. Reuther, president of the 
United Auto Workers, 
has 
expressed 
keen interest in what is termed “ phased 
retirement” for the 600,000 members of 
his union. Some new plan to permit re­ 
tirement at a nearlier age was expected 
to result from the contract negotiaions 
in Detroit. 
A sudy of corporate retirement policy 
by the 
national 
industrial conference 
board showed that 16 companies begin 
their 
programs 
before the 
employes 
reach the normal retirement age of 65. 


“ Shortening the work year through ad­ 
ditional paid vacations 
is 
the 
most 
popular device,” the study said. “ The 
additional vacation may be a one-time 
affair that is granted in the last year 
or within the last two or three years 
prio to retiremnet. Or it may take the 
form of an increasingly longer time off 
per year over a period of three to five 
years.” 


Fifteen of the 16 firms pay the em­ 
ployes for their pre-retirement vacations 
on a “ use it or lose it” basis. 


“ This practice conforms with the philo­ 
sophy behind a gradual retirement pro­ 
gram , 
the article said. 
“ If the 
em­ 
ploye does not accept the extra 
free 
time, the two m ajor purposes are de­ 
feated. He will not have his foretaste of 
additional leisure and his replacement 
will not have an opportunity to take over 
the functions and responsibilities of his 
job.” 


In one firm that allows payments for 
unused vacation time, the study showed 
that 95 per cent of the returning em­ 
ployes have chosen to take the cash ra­ 
ther than the added leisure. 


Other companies allow an “ easing off” 
through increasing amounts of approved 
absence from the job in the years or 
months preceding retirement. One firm 
pays a pension to its executives at age 
65 whether he retires or not. But in re­ 
quires each one to take an extra month 
off without pay each year until he is 
compelled to quit for good at 70. 


Some firms have programs designed 
to allow their over-65 workers to stay 
on the job long enough to earn up to 
$1,200 a year — the maximum they are 
permitted without losing Social Security 
benefits. 


Finally, some companies take an in­ 
dividual approach that varies with the 
retiree. One firm names successors up 
to two years in advance of a man’s de­ 
parture so the burdens can be shifted 
gradually. Another assigns senior em­ 
ployes on the verge of retirement to 
civic projects such as charity drives 
and other public service work in their 
communities. 


The survey reflected a wide diversity 
in programs adopted so far to promote 
easier adjustment 
to 
retirement 
but 
strongly suggests that a tapering-off from 
work is likely to spread throughout the 
economy.

A one-room shack describ­ 
ed as "no bigger than a chick­ 
en coop” has been condemn­ 
ed as “unsafe 
and hazard­ 
ous”, but the couple living 
there refuses to budge. 
Last Friday Morrisville Bor­ 
ough officials took the case to 
court in an effort to have the 
building torn down. It is lo­ 
cated at 623 W. Palmer St., a 
half block from Morrisville 
High School. 
Ernest (Bud) Conklin Mor­ 
risville building inspector, said 
this morning th ceouple, Vir­ 
ginia and William Zerrenner, 
were still living in the shack 
yesterday when 
he 
stopped 
by. 
Remains At Home 


"He hasn’t been out of the 
house 
in 
months,” 
Conklin 
said, "although 
the 
woman 
goes out for groceries.” 
The case began May 7 when 
Conklin inspected the build­ 
ing and found it unsafe. 
He discovered there was no 
water, no gas or electricity 
and no sanitary facilities ex­ 
cept for an outhouse. 


The Roof Leaks 


Conklin said the walls are 
warped wood, covered by tar 
paper, and the roof leaks. The 
front 
"porch” 
has 
broken 
away from the building, and 
about a three-foot 
span 
di­ 
vides the two. 
In declaring the one-room 
shack unfit for 
human 
oc­ 
cupancy, Conklin condemned 
the property in May and or­ 
dered it demonlished 
in 90 
days. 
But the Zerrenners prefer 
their shack to the outdoors. 
Conlin described the Zerren­ 
ners as "residents of the bor­ 
ough for many years, an eld­ 
erly couple about 54 to 55 
who have no known employ­ 
ment.” 
Goes To Court 
Charles Conturso, solicitor 
for the borough, said that he 
took the case into equity court 
in Bucks County Courthouse 
in Doylestown last Friday. 
The borough asked for an in­ 
junction requiring the owners 
to vacate the premises in 30 
days. The borough also ask*d 
that the owners remove the 
building or, if they fail to do 
so, then for authorization for 
the borough 
to 
remove it, 
Conturso said. 
The equity suit was filed 
against the owners 
of the 
building, listed as Joseph G. 
and Agnes A. Zerrenner, Con­ 
turso said. The couple living 
there is related to the own­ 
ers, Conklin said. 
To Serve Notice 
Conturso said the usual pro­ 
cedure for an equity case is 
a sheriff to serve notice on 
the owners and then the own­ 
ers have 20 days in which to 
answer it. 
A spokesman in the prothono- 
tary’s office said this morning 
the complaint was filed Fri­ 
day, "but we have no record 
that the owners have been 
served yet by the sheriff.”
